THE  DUTY  OF  PATIENCE. 

In  the  present  grave  ai^  some- 
what chaotic  situation,  one  thing,  at 
least,  is  quite  clear. 

This  is  that  it  is  the  duty  of  Con- 
gress to  leave  the  initiative  in  what- 
ever may  be  necessary  to  be  done 
with  the  President.  The  questions 
at  issue  between  our  own  and  the 
Spanish  Governments,  whether  with 
reference  to  the  disaster  to  the 
Maine  or  the  broader  and  more 
difficult  question  of  the  government 
of  Cuba,  are,  in  their  present  form 
at  least,  diplomatic  questions,  which 
can  only  be  dealt  with  to  advantage 
through  diplomatic  channels.
